This  service  which  is  arranged  with  the  West  Riding  county 
Council,  v/herehy,  practically  all  the  Bacteriological  and 
Pathological  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Puhlic  Heath  Laboratory, 
County  Hall,  V/akefield,  has  proved  to  he  an  invaluable  asset 
It  has  on  more  than  one  occasion"  been  the  means  of  detecting 
carriers  of  '.infectious  disease. 

Chemical  analysis  of  food  stuffs,  milk  and  water  etc.  is 
undertaken  by  the  Public  ijialyst,  Ivir.  Jaffe  at  Bradford. 

' The  blood  test  known  as  the  Rh  test  is  now  practically 
routine  procedure  at  our  ante-natal  clinics.  This  specialised 
test  which  is  done  at  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Laboratory 
at  Leeds  is  very  valuable  in  that  it  enables  us  to  ascertain 
conditions  which  are  prejudicial  to  the  v;ell  being  of  the  unborn 
children.

X-Ri\Y  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  at  the  disposaT  of  all  pregnant  women  living 
in  Castleford  and  has  provided  most  valuable  information  relative 
to  certain  types  of  abnormal  conditions  of  the  mother  and  her 
unborn  child.  During  the  year  13  v/omen  availed  themselves  ’of 
this  service,  A charge  of  30/-  is  made  for  the  first  plate  and 
25/-  for  any  succeeding  plate  in  these  cases, 

CONSULTiiHT  OBSTETRIC  SERVICE. 


Mr.  Jeaffreson,  a Consultant  Obstetrician  and  Gynaecologist, 
held  clinics  at  the  Hightown  Hospital,  Castleford,  twice  each  month 
and  suspected  abnormal  conditions  of  pregnancy  etc,  aire  normally 
referred  to  this  clinic  or  in  emergency  they  can  be  seen  in  Leeds 
by  Mr.  Jeaffreson,  Dr.  R,  ^damson,  Consultant  at  the  County 
General  Hospital,  VRakef ield,  also  examined  this  type  of  case  at  the 
clinic  held  every  Monday  at  WoLiefield,  ‘During  the  yean  4 persons 
were  seen  by  Mr,  Jea.ffreson  and  21  by  Dr,  idamaon.  No  charge  is 
made  for  this  service, 

EMERGENCY  CASES. 

Payment  was  provided  through  the  I.erds  and  District  -V/orkpeople 
Hospital  Fund  in  respect  of  62  patiexxts  sent  to  the  Leeds  Maternity 
Hospital,  such  payment  being  .arranged  direct  by  the  Leeds  Ma1:ernity

This  clinic  which  was  opened  during  1945  has  been  of  in- 
estimable value  to  Castleford,  but  due  to  the  resignation  of  the 
physiotherapist  who  operated  the  plant,  it  had  to  be  closed  last 
May.  All  subsequent  efforts  to  secure  a successor  have  so  far 
been  unsuccessful. 
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The  atmospheric  pollution  which  pertains-  in  this  area  makes 
this  service  almost  essentia!  and  to  overcome  the  difficulty 
and  maintain  this  type  of  treatment,  arrangements  have  heen  made 
v/ith  the  General  Infirmary  at  Leeds,  for  two,  sessions  pe'h  week 
to  he  held  at  the  Gastleford,  Normanton  and  District  Hospital  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  from  11.30  a. m.  to  12.30  p.m.  Details  ' 
of  sessions  and  attendances  during  1947  given  below.

PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY. 


Supply. 

Water  is  purchased,  in  bulk  from  three  neighbouring  authorities, 
namely,  Wakefield  County  Borough,  Pontefract  Municipal  Borough  and 
Tadcaster  Rural  District.  A maximum  of  650,000  gallons  per  day 
can- be  obtained  from  Wakefield,  400,000  from  Pontefract  and  30, 000' 
from  Tadcaster.  The  supplies  from  Wakefield  and  Tadcaster  are 
so'ft  in  character  but  that  from  Pontefract  is  ver.y  hard,  the  former 
having  a total  average  hardness  o'f  5-5  ahd  4.48  degrees  dark 
respectively  and  the  latter  of  10.5  degrees  clark. 

Purification. 

Apart  from  the  purification  undertaken  at  the  water  works 
no  further  action  is  taken  locally  except  in  the  case  of  the  vrater 
from  the  Red  Hill  Reservoir  which  is  chlorinated  after  leaving 
the  Reservoir.  • 

Consumption. 

In  1947  the  average  daily  consumption  for  Castleford  v;as 
999,000  gallons,  of 'which  719,000  gallons  v/ere  used  for  Domestic 
purposes  and  280,000  gallons  industrially.  ; 

All  houses  with  the  exception  of  11  on  private  supplies 
obtain  their  supply  from  the  towns  mains.  No  houses  are 
supplied  from  communal  stand  pipes. 
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BATH  IffATERr 

At  the  beginninr  of  this  Seasorx  the  older  Chlorinating  Plant 
at  the  Piihlio  Baths j Florence  street.,  Castleford,  -ws  replacec^  by 
a much  more  e]_aborate  and  effective  Iy3t2m  oP  p)ur if Icatioii  capable 
of  maintaining • oi  higher  degree  of  portty  in  the  bath  \/ater  than 
v/as  hitherto  found  possibles  By  this  method  sufficient  chlorine 
is  added  to  the  v/ater  to  burn  up  completely  all  organic,  inorganic 
cjid  nitrogenous  matter,  still  leaving  a sufficiently  small  amount 
of  chlorine  - free  residual  chlorine  - to  attack  avidly  any  new 
invaders  xvwhich  might  dare  to  venture  into  the  v/ater.  It  will 
readily  be  seen,  therefore,  that  no  germs  can  survive  for  long  in 
a v/ater  of  this  nature  and  any  non-living  matter  which  finds  its 
way  into  the  Baths  will  be  readily  burned  up.  The  signif icfince 
of  this  will  a.t  once  become  apparento^  Ho.  matter  how  meticulous 
a bather  .may  be  in  his-  toilet  before  entering  the  water,  he  v;ill 
still  carry  in  v/ith  him  matter  both  living  and  inanimate  and  this 
multiplied  a few  hundred,  or  thousand  of  times  can  quite  coQceivably 
a^d  up;  to  a most  formidable  potential  menace.  Even  within  living 
memory: before  purification  methods  were  adopted,  it  will  bo  remembered 
how  physically  indescribably  dirty  it  v/as  possible  for  a public 
bath  water  to  become,  an  ideal  breeding  ground  for  bacteria  and  a 
posit.;.ye  nightmare  to  the  public  health  in  that  it  was  a fruitful 
source  of  meiny  ear,  nose  and  throat  infections  etc.  It  requires 
no  great  stretch  of  imagination  to  appreciate  the  safety  conferred 
on;  wate'.r  protected  by  such  a process  and  it  is  gratifying  to  learn 
that  all  the  analyfsOc  results  returned  to  us  after  bacteriological 
testing,  gave  most  satisfactory  results. 

In':  practice  .it  has  been  found  most  advantageous  to  keep  the 
free  chlorine ' residual,  depending  on  the  bathing  load,  between 
1,^5  and  2 pf.pcrii,  as  shov/n  by  the  acid  orthotolidine  flash  test 
working  up  gradually  over  the  period  of  an  hour  or  two  to  over 
2 pi«p>m,-j'  to  meet  the  extra  strain  encourtered  during  a peak  period 
when  the  bathers  can  number  anything  between  130  and  200,,  This 
represents  an  average  consumption  of  8 lbs.  of  chlorine  per  day. 

In  addit'io,n  it  is  very  important  to  keep  the  p.H,  value  within  a 
range  of  between  7 and  7.4  and  it  has  been  very  noticeable  that  a 
p.H.  value  of  7o2  and  over  is  more  conducive  to  a clear  sparkling 
water,  than  a lower  value.  The  high  bacteriological  effect  of 
such  a water  coupled  v/ith  the  ready  oxidation  of  both  organic  and 
inorganic  substances  in  the  water;  are  matters  of  profound  public 
health  importance,  but  obviously  the  general  xjublic  arc  more  inter- 
ested in ’such  matters  as  the  absence  of  scum,  the  lack  of  taste  and 
the  improved  clarity  and  vitality  of  the  water  and  in  effect  it  has 
been  found  that  they  have  certainly  appreciated  these  finer  points. 

It  is  also  noticeable  that  whereas  in  previous  seasons  the  filters 
had  to  be  cleared  out  once  every  three  days,  such  an  operation  is 
now  required  to  be  carried  out  only  once  a v;eek,  and  during  the 
season  no  bather  has  been  knov/n  to  complain  of  having  contracted 
any  ean,  nose  or  throat  complaint  from  contact  v/ith  the  waterr  One 
might  be  permitted  in  conclusion  to  express  the  hope  that  the  season 
of  1948  will  not  be  clouded  by  another  outbreak  of  poliomeli bis , thus 
cutailing  -.amongst  other  things  the  en,joyments  to  oe  derived  from  such 
a clean  healthy  exerciscj 

The  following  are  the  bacter i'^1  o.mj  cal  rej-'orts  of  sampdes  of 
bath  water--  taken  d'uring  the  seasono  It  v/j  11  be  noted  that  there  is 
alm.ost  invariably  a miarked  discrex^ancy  in  the  chlorine  conc‘.3ntr atio.n 
between  the  field  test  reading  as  carried  out  at  the  baths  and  the 
correspording  i.aberatory  reading  a.nd  this  can  be  explained  by  the 
fact  that  there  occurs  a definate  drop  in  the' free  chlorine  .r'esiclual 
during  transit  to,  aiid  in  the  actual  testing  of,  the  sample  at  the 
-Laboratory,  This  loss  can  be  as  marked  as  1 pop.nio

For  .some  time  now  I have  been  particularly  interested  in 
the  bacterial  cleanliness  of  Ice  Cream  and  the  recent  outbreaks 
of  enteric  fever  which  have  had  their  origin  in  ice  cream, 
prompted  me  to  undertake  a campaign  of  a somev;hat  novel  character. 
Early  on  in  the  Summer  season,  all  those  engaged  in  the  vending 
of  ice  cream  in  Castleford  and  as  far  as  possible  those  engaged 
in  its  manufacture,  v;ere  invited  to  supply  mo  voluntarily  with 
details  of  their  past  health  both  iimediate  and-  otherv/ise,  and 
also  to  submit  themselves  to  a full  bacteriological  •examination. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  blood  samples  v/ere  required,  the  response 
did  not  fall  far  short  of  100%.  . . The  spohtaneous  response  of 
this  section  of  the  comfiiunity  to  my  invitation  was  most  gratifying, 
so  much  so  that  in  view  of  the  grov/ing  apx)rehension  on  the  part 
of  the  general  public  regarding  the  methods  of  food  production 
•consequent  upon  the’ greatly  extended  facilities  nov/  available  for 
communal  feeding,  an  extension  of  this  experiment  along  more 
general  lines  might  v/ell  bo  contemplated. 


CONCLUSION.  ' • “ ' , 

In  conformity  v/ith  the  policy  of  the  West  Riding  County 
..Council  and  agreed  to  by  the  constituent  District  Authorities 
, concerned,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  October  1st  of  this 
year  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Castleford  and 
Normanton  Urban  District  Councils  and  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
under  the  County  Council. 

By  virtue  of  this  agreement  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  made  responsible  for  matters  concerned  with  local  epidemiology, 
housing  and  sanitation, etc.  to'''the  Urban  District and  to  'the ' County 
Council  for  those  matters  relating  to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
the  population  in  the  Division  under  his  control. 

. ' It  will  readily  be  seen  that  as  a result  of  this  system,  the 

Medical  Officer  if  Health  will  be  enabled  to  exercise  an  overall 
suxt)ervi sion  of  all  public  hea.lth  and  child  health  mo.tters  coming  ^ 
within  this  Division  and  the  long  expressed  desire  of  the  Castleford 
Council  that  the  District  Medical  Officer  should  also  be  made 
responsible  for  the  health  of  the  v;hole  community  including  the 
school  children  has  now  finally  been  realised.

Annual  Report  of  tho  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
the  year  ended  3 1st  .Dec  ember , i9‘^7» 


To  the  Chairman  and  Mcmb>-rs  of  the  Council, 

I beg  to  place  before  you  my  fourth  Annual  Report,  in 
v/hich  is  given  a brief  review  of  the  work  of  m.y  Department, 
and  of  the  sanitary  conditions  obtaining  in  your  district 
during  the  year  19 “^7 • 

The  year  - the  second  post-’war  - has  witnessed  a dcterimincd 
effort  by  everyone  to  return  to  a more  normal  mode  of  life,  and 
notwithstanding  a certain  sense  of  frustration,  it  is  to  bo 
recorded  that  progress  has  been  made  in  most  phases  of  our 
v/ork, 

HOUSING 

It  is  again  to  be  recorded  thattiis  is  the  most  urgent 
nL,cd  of  the  community.  There  v/ill  remain  for  some  time  the 
call  for  more  and  more  new  houses,  but  even  this  is  equalled 
by  the  demand  for  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  accommodation. 

Nnf  HOUSES. 

In  my  last  report  I drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  pe-housing 
had  been  com-mcnccd  - 93  prefabricated  were  in  the  course  of  erection, 
whilst  work  had  been  commenced  on  the  nev/  scheme  at  Redhill,  I am 
now  happy  to  report  that  during  the  year  1947  all  the  bungalows 
became  fully  tenanted,  whilst  ^6  houses  at  Redhill  v/ere  completed 
and  occupied.  Of  this  latter,  20  were  of  the  traditional  brick 
construction,  the  rema.indLer  being  of  the  prefabricated  type. 

This  is  but  a commencement  and  at  the  time  of  v/riting  many  more 
houses  have  been  completed  and  occupied. 

In  connection  with  the  occupation  of  new  houses,  it  is  note- 
worthy that  the  furniture  and  effects  of  all  in-going  tenants 
are  moved  by  this  Department,  and  during  the  course  of  removal, 
are  subjected  te  a process  of  fumigation.  The  cost  of  removal 
and  trca.tment  is  borne  by  the  tenant, 

REPAIR  iUND  DEMOLITION 

As  already  mentioned,  th^rc  has  been  an  enormous  dCxmand  for 
repairs  to  existing  houses,  - The  pr-^blv^m  is  not  an  easy  one  to 
solve.  Building  materials  have  been  in  short  supply,  many  essentials 
being  obtainable  only  on  permit,  added  to  which  the  amount  to  be 
spent  v/ithout  licence  v/as  rc'luced  during  the  year  from  £100  to  £10. 
This  latter  difficulty  was  much  eased  by  the  fact  that  your  local  j 

a.uthority  was  responsible  for  the  issue  of  ■ such  licences,  and  I,  in 
turn,  v/as  one  of  your  authorised  officers.  Wc  v/erc  thus  enabled 
to  c'l^ver  directly  any  repair  works  necessary  to  dwelling  houses. 

We  were  still  fur-thcr  assisted^  -during  the  year  by  the  delegation 
of  power  to  issue  ’'Vj.B.A,"  licences  for  materials,  N'-vorthcless -, 
the  v/ork  has  r emainGdwmest  difficult,  Ov/ners  of  property  found 
themselves  faced  with  cnorm 'usly 'risen ' costs , both  of  labour  and 
materials,  v/hilst  they  in  turn  v/cre  prevented  from  increasing 
the  rents  of  their  proper-ties,,,  an-'',  this  economic  situation  has 
often  pr-'^ved  an  almost  insurm.ountable’  difficulty.

On  several  occasions  inspection  has  revealeO  properties  to 
be  virtually  irrcpair.ablc . Y/hilst  the  necO  for  utilising  all 
possible  housing  is  fully  realiseci,  the  conditions  so  f-^und 
left  no  alternative  to  demolition,  and  cmscquently  several 
rep'^rts  v/crc  ma'^’.c  v/hich  eventually  lead* to  the  making  of  demolition 
'rders.  In  the  tables  f ^ llowing  there  is  set  out  in  numerical  order 
a sunmiary  -^f  hocusing  works  which  may  prove  of  interest  to  members. 

The  final  table  cn-'’.cavours  to  explain  the  classes  of  defects  found 
and  their  history. 

OVSdChOblDIFG 

Cvercr'wding  has  been  knovm  to  exist  throughout  the  district 
for  the  past  ten  years  end  v/hilst  pre-war  an  ascertainment  was  made, 
c 'nditions  have  sc  altered  as  to  render  ..the  true  position  entirely 
unknown.  It  is  interesting  to  note  hov/ever  that  of  the  149  families 
mmved  t^  the  new  houses,  came  from  -overcrowded  dwellings.  It  will 
be  necessary  at  srmx  date  in  the  future  to  obtain  once  again  a true 
picture  oi  dv/elling  henditions.  An  estimate  v\[ould  be  pure  guesswork 
and  serve  no.  useful  purpose,  but  v/hen  circumstances  are  more  opportune 
a survey  such  as  v/as  made  on  the  passing  cf  the  Housing  iict  sh-'uld 
again  be  c nducted.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year  the  tendency  to  heat-treated  milk  has 
c''ntinued,  although  a fev/  retailers  an-'^.  producer-retailers  of 
raw  milk  still  exist.  The  Co-operative  Vi/holesale  Society  continues 
t:  -operate  its  pasteurising  plant,  drav/ing  the  supply  of  raw  milk 
fr'm  farms  outside  the  district,  together  v/ith  a quantity  of  milk 
from  a collecting  depot  in  Cheshire,  The  Society  retails  the 
pasteurised  milk  5n  bottles  direct  to  householders  an''',  schools, 
and  wholesale  to  other  retailers. 

Manorcroft  Dairies,  ltd.,  have  maintained  a depot  within 
the  district  from  v/hich  they  supply  heat  treated  milk,  but  during 
the  year  their  Associate  Company,  Lxpress  Dairies,  Sheffield,  Ltd, 
have  introduced  a supply  of  pasteurised  bottled  milk  which  has 
achieved  a consilerable  sale. 

The  experiment,  of  the  Co-operative  Society  of  selling 
Tuberculin  Tested  (pasteurised)  Milk  pr'ved  most  successful  and 
as  many  retailers  found  a call  for  t'nis  grade  of  milk,  the  Lxpress 
Dairies  were,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  arranging  to>  make  available 
supplies  of  this  milk.  In  my  next  repr^rt  I anticipate  a large 
increase  in  the  licences  issued  under  the  Special  Designations 
Orders. 

Sterilized  milk  still  continues  to  be  retailed  by  a number 
of  shop  keepers  in  the  district. 

In  addition  to  bacteriological  tests,  samples  v/ere  taken 
under  the  Food  an 'I  Drugs  Act  for  c'hemical  analysis.  Of  samples 
taken  during  the  month  of  December  several  were  found  to  be 
adulterated  an'  legal  proceedings  were  instituted..  The  hearing 
of  these  took  place  in  194-8|  nevertheless  as  sampling  took  place 
during  19^r7,  the  details  are  appended  in  work  done  under  the 
F:'od  and  Drugs  section.

PUBLIC  SWIIiMING  BATHS. 


In  his  report  your  Medical  Officer  reports  in  full  on  the 
condition  of  your  Public  Swimming  Baths  and  it  is  therefore  sufficient 
for  me  to  record  that  during  the  year  the  Department  was  responsible 
for  taking  42  samples  from  the  pool,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory, 
there  being  always  a sufficiency  of  free  chlorine  and  an  absence  of 
B,coli, 

AIR  POLLUTION. 

I regret  that  in  this  connection  one  can  report  very  little,  if 
any  progress,  V/ith  the  fuel  supply  of  the  country  still  so  precarious 
it  is  impossible  to  achieve  any  reduction  in  the  general  smoke  emissions. 
Observation  is  made  of  conditio, ns  generally  and  v/here  nuisance  occurs 
in  abnormiUl  form,  endeavour  is  made  to  secure  remedy.  During  the  year 
one  factory  chimney  has  achieved  considerable  notoriety  from  its  constant 
emissions  of  smoke  at  low  altitude.  This  would 'appear  to  be  due  to 
inefficient  plant  and  lo'w  grade  fuel,  and  the  owners  have  been  approached 
with  a view  to  re-i^stalling  an  underfeed  stoker,  whilst  the  assistance 
of  the  Ministry, of  Fuel  and  Power  has  been  sought  in  an  endeavour  to 
obtain' suitable  fuel.  It  is -hoped  that  when  the  next  Report  is  v/ritten 
the  negotiations  will  have  produced  the  desired  conditions, 

Notv/ithstanding  the  black  (smoke)  outlook,  vie  continue  to  make 
observations  of  sootfall  at  four  points  and  of  Sulphur  Trioxide  at  two.

If  comparison  is  made  v/ith  the  report  of  1946  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  Carlton  Street  and  Redhill  gauges  showed  a marked  increase, 

Ings  Lane  remains  fairly  constant,  whilst  Cinder  Lane  shows  some 
reduction.  These  variations  are  difficult  to  account  for  but  it  is 
felt  that  wind  conditions  are  of  considerable  importance, 

vinilst  these  recordings  can  only  be  of  statistical  value  , it 
is  hoped  that  s.:me  day  they  will  help  us  to  achieve  a cleaner  and 
purer  atmosphere, 

" RIVER  POLLUTION. 

The  Department  continues  to  make  observations  of  river  pollution, 
but  once  again  nothing  was  observed  whi'ch  might  call  for  action  by  the 
Department, 

DISINFECTION  AliD  DISINFESTATION, 

The  Department  has  continued  to  carry  out  di sinf eotion  and 
fumigation  after  all  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  also  after 
deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  all  some  82  houses  were  dealt 
with  and  bedding  from  these  premises  treated  at  the  steam  disinfector 
plant.  In  addition  disinfection  was  carried  out  at  several  schools 
as  a precautionary  measure-  consequent  upon  the  occurrence  of  some 
form  of  infectious  disease. 

Full  attention  continues  to  be  given  to  disinfestation  of 
properties.  As  in  the  previous  year  the  spraying  of  promises  with  a 
b,D.T.  solution  has  been  found  to  give  excellent  results  and  cohtinuos 
as  the  routine,  practice.  Furniture  is,  however,  treated  by  fumigation 
ut  fbt  specially  constructed/-  and  in  this  connection  v/ork  has  been 

carried  out  for  both  private  individuals  and  furniture  dealers.  During 
the  year  7 Council  owned  houses  and  22  privately  owned  houses  have 
been  disinfested.  As  reported  earlier,  the  furniture  .f  all  ingoing 
tenants  is  treated  in  the  course  of  removal  and  some  84  such  removals 
■occurred  in  1947, 

Our  v/ork  was  not  lim.ited  to  the  bed-bug  only,  but  embraced  infest- 
ations by  both  ants  and  beetles.  In  this  latter  connection  it  is  a 
point  of'  interest  that  infestation  of  dwellings  by  ants  has  become 
m<'re  noticeable.  Towards  the  end  of  the , year  serious  infestation  v/as  . 
f-'-und  in  two  blocks  of  property  covering  some  40  houses.  External 
treatment  proved  of  little  avail  and  clearance  v/as  only  affected  by 
the  stripping  of  all  fireplaces,  setpots,  etc.,  to  the  destruction  of« 
the  nests  there  found.  At  the  change  over  of  the  year  one  block  had 
been  completed  and  work  v/as  in  hand  on  the  second  block. 
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DM  INAGE,  SEVffiMGE  AND  SANITARY  ALTER/'vTIQN. 

I/ith  the  restrictions  imposed  on  building  works  there  has 
naturally  been  very  little  alteration  in  the  sanitary  accommodation 
of  the  town.  The  exception  to  this,  however  occurred  in  the  Lock  Lane 
area,  where  we  were  able  at  last  to  undertake;  works  of  privy 
conversion.  Following  upon  notices  previously  served  a contract 
was  let  to  carrying  out  the  conversion  of  133  privy  middens  to  water 
closets.  By  December  31st.  work  had  been  completed  on  65  of  these 
and  at  the  time  of  v/riting  the  contract  has  been  fully  completed.

Inspections  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  of  all  factories, 
and  nuisances  dealt  with.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  nev/ 
factories,  both  for  sanitary  accommodation  and  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire.  Three  certificates  v/ere  issued  in  the  course  of  the 
year.

THEATRES  AND  ClhTEI.jVS 


There  are  Six  cinemas  and  one  theatre  in  the  district  and 
these  are  inspected  from  time  to  time.  All  the  premises  are  well 
maintained.  At  one  cinema  new  sanitary  accommodation  was  installed 
during  the  year.  Conditions  at  the  other  promises  were  always  found 
to  be  satisfactory, 

COIHuOH  LODGIHG  HOUSES, 


Tov;ards  the  end  of  1946  a survey  was  made  of  the  four  lodging 
housing  existing  in  the  district  and  as  a result  certain  action  was 
commenced.  During  the  year  1947  the  final  results  were  achieved 
and  I give  belov/  a brief  report  on  each. 

6 8 , Vihe  Ido n Road,  Ca s t Ic f c r d . 

This  lodging  house  is  kept  in  very  good  condition  and  calls 
for  nothing  more  than  an  occasional  visit.  Its  registration  has 
been  renewed  each  year  without  diffi'lence, 

4,  Rhodes  Dtreet,  Castleford, 

This  comprises  a three  storey  building  with  the  keeper's  living 
accommodation  adjoining.  At  the  time  of  the  survey  all  three  floors 
were  in  use,  but  as  the  only  means  of  access  to'  the  third  floor  was 
a single  wooden' 'staircase  of  doubtful  character,  registration  v/as 
lim.ited  to  the  ground  andt  first  floor  only,  until  such  time  as  a 
suitable  additional  exit  had  been  provided.  At  the  end  of  1947 
the  order  had  been  placed  for  an  external  iron  staircase,  but  this 
was  not  then  installed. 

, The  standard  of  cleanliness  v/as  well  maintained  at.  these 
premises  and  c/nditions  were  generally  good, 

82,  Bridge  Street,  Castleford. 

’This  again  co'mprisod  a three  storey  building,  and  again  the 
third  fl:''('r  was  without  suitable  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

In  af’ition  the  premises  .called  f ■ r th-^rough  rec  .'.'iiditioning  and 
re- decorating , together  v/ith  the  provisi'n  of  additional  sanitary 
and  washing  accommodatiDn.  In  October ,1946  registration  was  granted 
the  keeper  for  a period,  not  exceeding  thirteen  months  and  the  ovyners 
and  the  keeper  warned  that  unless  all  necessary  works  v/ere  carried 
‘ut  in  that  period,  n'"'  further  registration  v/'^mld  be  granted.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  period  v/erks  not  having  been  commenced, 
registration  v;as  refused,  but  notvi/ithstanding  this,  the  keeper 
entinued  to  use  the  premises  as  a hedging  h.'use  until  threatened 
with  pr osecut i'^n.  Since  the  end  of  the  year  the  use  of  the  premises 
has  '’isc  ntinued  and  in  fact  vacated* 
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Church  Street,  C^istleford* 

At  the  time  of  the  survey  these  premises  were  found  to  be 
in  a most  unsatisfactory  condition  and  registration  v/as  refused 
the  keeper.  The  premises  v/ere  accordingly  discontinued  as  a 
lodging  house, 

I am  satisfied  that  since  accommodation  in  the  town  has 
been  reduced,  that  now  offered  is  a better  and  safer  type  than 
heretofore,

HITS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

Constant  vigilance  has  been  miaintained  throughout  the  year, 

V/ork  of  p'GSt  destruction  is  still  carried  out  by  a whole-time 
operative  working  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  v/ork  can  be  roughly  divided  into  three 
headings; - 

(a)  Periodical  inspection  of  premises  for  infestation, 
together  with  investigation  of  complaints, 

(b)  Treatment  of  all  infestations  found. 

(c) ^  Routine  treatment  of  sev/ers. 

Private  properties  inspected  and  dealt  v/ith  include  dwelling- 
houses,  shops,  warehouses,  factories,  mills  and  allotment  gardens. 
Council  properties  including  tips  and  sewage  disposal  works  receive 
systematic  visits. 

In  my  last  Annual  Reoort  I referred  to  the  special  scheme  of 
the  ministry  of  Food  and  its  financial  aspect.  This  was  concluded, 
after  a three  months  extension,  in  the  month  of  July  and  conditions 
then  reverted  to  the  normal  status.  Consequently  from  July  onv/ards 
the  financial  responsibility  resolved  on  the  occupiers  of  premises 
for  treatments  carried  out.  The  cost  of  inspection  was  hovi^ever  borne 
by  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Ministry  of  Food  jointly,  the  Ministry 
contributing  6o%  of  this. 


In  the  course  of  routine  v/ork,  all  possible  and  probable  sources 
of  infestation  were  regularly  visited  and  some  3^4  premises  were 
insoected.  V/here  infestation  v/as  suspected  trial  baits  v/ere  laid 
and  revisited  after  a lapse  of  a few  days.  This  system  revealed 
some  l66  premises  as  being  in  need  of  further  treatment. 


Treatment  v/as  on  lines  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
namely  pre-baiting  for  four  days,  Monday  to  Thursday,  poisoning 
on  Friday,  with  Saturday  for  cleaning  up  bodies  and  excess  poison. 
Three  kinds  of  poison  were  used,  viz;  Zinc  Phosphide,  Arsenic  and 
Red  Squill.  Zinc  -Phosphide  being  found  the  most  successful,  the 
others  v/ere  therufore  only  used  on  re-treatments.  Tpe  following  are

Treatment  of  Sewers. 


The  sewers  of  the  tov/n  were  twice'  treated  during  the  year, 
in  the  months  of  January  and  August  3 when  the  method  employed 
follov/ed  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  This  was  that 
at  least  10%  of  the  manholes  he  test  baited  and  where  takes  occurred, 
full  treatmient  be  carried  out.  The  selected  manholes  were^  test- 
baited  on  the  first  day  and  revisited  on  the  third.  ';^er6  takes 
had  occurred,  the  manhole  was  re -baited  and  visited  on  the  fifth 
day,  v/hen  poison  bait 'v/as  laid.  The  result  of  these  treatments  is

It  is  not  possible  to  assess  the  number  of  rats  destroyed^ 
This  work  has  been  going  on  tv/ico  yearly  for  the  past  few' years  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  infestation  of  sev/ers  is  much 
reduced.  This  in  turn  appears  to  have  some  bearing  on  surface 
infestations  and  I am  satisfied  that  any  costs  incurred  are  well 
just if ied. 

TENTS,  VANS  AITD  SHEDS. 

This  class  of  structure  exists  in  three  classes,  viz;- 

(1)  The  van  dwelling  of  the  travelling  shovraan  or  wandering  trader, 

(2)  The  van-  dwelling  used  as  a perm.anency  by  a person  and  sited 
permanently  on  land  v/ithin  the  district, 

(3)  The  tem.porary  structure,  hair'  van  half  shed,  erected  by  a 
person  as  a temporary  measure,  but  which  has  become  permanent 
in  character. 


There  is  existing  in  the  area  a number  of  structures  coming 
under  the  last  heading.  The  majority  of  these  were  constructed  some 
twenty-five  years  ago  during  the  then  housing  shortage,  and  have  since 
continued.  The  majority  are  fast  becoming  uninhabitable  and  notwith- 
standing the  present  housing  shortage,  action  must  be  taken.  During 
the  year  demolition  orders  were  made  on  two  of  this  type  of  dwelling. 

Of  the  second  class  of  temporary  dwelling  m.ore  is  being  seen. 
Many  young  married  couples,  unable  to  obtain  permanent  houses,  and 
tired  of  living  in  lodgings,  are  seeking  the  privacy  and  homelike 
conditions  of  a living  van.  Applications  were  received  for  licences 
to  site  two  such  vans  during  the  year,  and  these  were  granted  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  twelve  months.  One  can  foresee  more  of  these 
applications  in  the  future,  unless  the  rate  of  building  is  stepped 
up. 


The  true  van  dwelling  is  a common  sight  in  the  district  and 
strict  supervision  is  maintained.  In  addition  to  the  usual  seasonal 
fairs,  groups  of  shovmien  use  sites  in  the  district  as  winter  quarters. 
Those  are  well  kept  and  cause  no  nuisance.  In  addition  to  the  ehowmen 
we  are  not  infrequently  visited  by  travelling  salesmen,  or  hawkers 
v/ho  readily  site  their  vans  for  long  periods  and  ply  their  trade 
in  the  area.  Inspections  are  maintained  in  order  to  prevent  nuisance 
or  contravention  of  the  provision  of  the  Public  Health  Act,

PUBLIC  CmiNSING 

All  figures  under  this  heading  refer  to  the  year  ended 
31st .March, 1948, 

The  cleansing  service  is  in  no  way  spectacular  and  probably 
offers  no  attraction  to  the  average  member  of  the  community,  and 
yet  it  is  a most  vital  aid  to  the  health  of  the  community,  truly 
one  of  the  foundations  of  public  health  and  furthermore  one  which 
calls  for  a proportionately  high  expenditure  of  rate  funds. 

The  work  covers  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  Street  Cleansing 
and  Public  Conveniences,  the  details  of  which  are  given  below. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 

Domestic  refuse  in  the  district  is  great  by  v/e  ight  and  shows 
less  seasonal  variation  than  most  tovms.  This  of  course  is  due  to 
the  special  characteristics  of  a mining  community,  but  does  further 
reflect  on  the  multiple  occupation  of  houses.  Weekly  collection 
from  dwelling-houses  is  essential,  v/hilst  additional  collections 
are  made  from  shop  premises.  Five  vehicles  are  engaged  whole -time 
on  dorcestic  properties  and  one  vehicle  part-time.  These  are  all 
petrol  driven  vehicles,  fitted  with  refuse  collection  bodies  and 
equipped  with  trailers  for  the  separation  of  salvage.  One  electric 
vehiele  is  engaged  v>/hole-time  on  shop  premises  and  enables  special 
care  to  bo  taken  in  the  sorting  of  paper  and  cardboard.  One  petrol 
vehicle  is  engaged  V'/hole-time  on  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste 
from  some  450  communal  bins,  canteens,  shops,  etc. 

The  bulk  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  Controlled  Tipping, 
although  the  single-cell  incinerator  continues  to  dispose  of 
inflammable  or  special  materials  unsuitable  for  tip  disposal. 

The  tips  in  use  during  the  year  were  situate  at  Three  Lane  Ends, 
Smith  Street,  and  Rcdhill,  this  wide  dispersal  reducing  the 
travelling  time  of  lorries  to  a minimum. 

Our  salvage  collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  but  I regret  that  the  quantities  collected  are  far  below 
the  Ministry’s  standard  figures.  This  I attribute  to  apathy  on 
the  part  of  the  general  public.  Propaganda  and  publicity  are 
of  little  avail  against  a determined  refusal  to  see  the  need  for 
keeping  such  materials  as  paper,  cardboard  and  kiitchen  waste 
separate  and  clear  of  general  rubbish,  I am  satisfied  that  with 
whole-hearted  co-operation  our  figures  could  be  doubled.  This  is 
further  reflected  in  the  financial  aspect  where  the  year’s  figures 
shov/  a-  loss  of  soine  £700,  This  loss  is  admittedly  caused  by  the 
kitchen  waste,  a commodity  collected  on  a large  scale  privately, 
but  which  the  Local  Authority  are  bound  by  direction  to  collect  and 
sell  at  an  uneconomic  price.  Nevertheless  the  loss  could  easily 
be  made  good  if  the  paper  and  cardboard  used  in  the  area  was 
returned  for  re-pulping  instead  of  being  burnt  or  destroyed. 

Whilst  I would  wish  to  paint  a more  cheerful  picture  for  the 
furture , I regret  that  experience  does  not  permit  of  optimism 
in  this  connection.

Street  Cleansing, 

This  service  -includes  street  sweeping  and  gulley  cleansing, 
gritting  and  snow  removal. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  was  put  into  service  our 
first  mechanical  sv/eeper  and  this  has  proved  most  successful  in 
operation.  Certain  streets  have  proved  unsuitable  for  its  v/ork, 
due  to  excess  camber  or  deep  channels,  but  these  are  of  an  old 
construction  and  the  more,  modtirn  surfaces,  particularly  concrete, 
are  ideal  for  this  mode  of  cleansing,  which  is  both  quicker  and 
more  efficient  than  hand  sv/eeping. 

The  sweeping  staff  was  reduced  to'  15  and  these  operate  partly 
on  gang  and  partly  on  beat  system.  On  each  day  the  principal 
shopping  streets  were  sv/ept  prior  to  business  hours,  whilst  the 
principal  streets  of  the  district  were  also  swept  during  the  early 
hours  of  Sunday  and  Bank  Holiday  mornings. 

The  two  gulley  emptiers  continue  to  render  excellent  service. 
In  addition  to  the  cleansing  of  street  gullies  they  are  also 
responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  cesspools  and  further  assist 
at  sewage  disposal  works  and  in  sewer  flushing  and  similar  works. 
During  the  year  these  machines  were  loaned  to  three  adjoining 
authorities  for  similar  works.

PUBLIC  GQNVSNIEMCES. 

The  accomnio elation  in  the  distritt  can  hardly  be  said  to 
meet  the  needs.  It  consists  of  ladies  and  gents  conveniences  at 
B)radley  Street,  open  each  day  until  10-0  p.m.  , similar  accommodation 
at  the  Market,  available  when  the  Market  is  open  and  6 urinals  for 
men. 


With  the  exception  of  the  Market  Conveniences  the  Department 
is  responsible  for  the  maintenance,  and  cleanliness  of  the  accommodation 
Thb' men's  accommodation  is  cleansed  tv/ice  daily,  v/hilst  the  women's 
section  is  provided  v/ith  a woman  attendant. 

Your  Committee  has  discussed  the  provision  of  additional 
accommodation,  but  the  restriction  on  building  has  so  far  prevented 
this  being  commenced.  It  is  hoped  that  the  time  will  shortly  arrive 
when  more  accommodation  can  in  fact  be  provided,
